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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

"Fully decoupled" is a statement without frame of reference as no -coupling- is recited. 
Claim 7 lacks antecedent for "nose" in "portion" of claim 6, same structure. 
Claims 8,13 are functional in that no structure or means is recited for the function of 
"locked". 

Double Patenting 

3. Applicant is advised that should claim 4 be found allowable, claim 9 will be objected to 
under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an application 
are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight 
difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a 
substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-4, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Otake et al.. 
Otake et al. has slotted guide 6, drain gutter 21, bearing part holding spring 23 and shifted 
with the gutter. Coupling takes place at 22/10/7/7a/6 and occurs only in lowered 
position. 

As to claim 2, latching 22 engages a recess in the rail during other than lowered position. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claims 5,10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Otake et al. 
Plastic bearing parts and plastic hooks are common knowledge in the art, obvious to use 
to both reduce corrosion and weight. 
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Applicant may seasonally challenge, for the official record in this application, this and any other 
statement of judicial notice in timely manner in response to this office action. Please specify the 
exact statement to be challenged. Applicant is reminded, with respect to the specific challenge 
put forth, of the duty of disclosure under Rule 56 to disclose material which is pertinent to 
patentability including claim rejections challenged by applicant. 

9. Claims 8,13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Otake et al. 
in view of Ohtsu et al.. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in Otake et al. a raised 
position lock 8c/4c as taught by Ohtsu et al. in order to prevent inadvertent and undesired 
rearward movement in the raised position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 6-7, 11-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Schatzler et al. shows a downwardly pointing nose projecting into a gutter.
